NEW P. 0. RULING TO 
PROTECT MAIL OF . 
APARTMENT HOUSES. 


Washington, D. C., Sept: 15.—-({Spe- 
cial.]—Postmaster General New today 
signed an-order calculated to bring 
about an important improvement in 
the handling of apartment house 
mail. The order is aimed to secure 
greater safety for mail addressed to 
apartment house boxes. it provides 
that. all new apartment houses 
which “do not have a miniature post- 
office at the desk, but which have a 
system of mail boxes in the lobby, 
shall, if they expect carriers to leave 
mail-in. the. mail boxes .in the. lobby, 
provide a system of boxes which shall 
be reasonably safe from depredations 
and larceny. 

The order provides that the boxes 
shall be made in nests Or groups so 
that the carrier may have a master 
key. by Which he may have acces»

situation so far as crimes of violence are concerned 
is worse than in any other civilized country.” 

To illustrate the latter fact: there, were seven- 
teea murders reported in the ¢ity of: London last 
year, London has a population of about seven 
dnd a half million. All these murders were solved. 
There were 260 murders in New York with a popu. 
‘ation of 6,620,000, and 137-in Chicago with about 
3,000,000. In all England and Wales, population 
86,000,000, there were 63 murders. In the United 
States (estimated) 7,850. 

France has a population of about 40,000,000. In 
1919, the latest year for which statistics were avail- 
able, there were 688 murders; that, compared to 
our population, would be about.

THE MENACE OF THE BIG CITIES. 
{Cedar Rapids (Ia.) Gazette.] 

_ America is showing a distinct reaction from the ten- 
dency, toward big cities. The modern methods of 
telephonic and telegraphic communication, the rail- 
ways and street cars, the lighting and sewage systems 
that made great cities possible. now are helping the 
large cities to develop. residential and industrial sub- 
urbs. The automobile has tended to take the péople 
back to the country, In all onr larger cities people 
who can fight congestion by moving away from the 
downtown districts are doing so. 

The tendency to centralize business and industry 
and higher education in a few great centers is giving 
place to the more sensible plan of distribution. New 
York, for instance, once the ¢lothing center of this 
country, haa strong rivals in Cleveland, Chicago, 
Cincinnati, and other cittes’ Shoe mantfacturing and 
other industries also are scatteting. Boston as the 
center of American culturé has lost its laurels to a 
thousand and one cities. But the tendency toward 
the cities during the last twenty-five years has not 
halted, though the drift to the few bigger cities has 
been less pronounced. ; 

The chances of a city the size of Cedar Rapids are 
better today than ten years.ago. The complex social 
and industrial problems of the metropolitan centers 
are turning the attention of large business enterprises 
to small cities. The economic striggte in the great 
cities tends to make the wage earners look toward 
the smalier ‘cities, where opportunities for home life 
and contentment are greater. 

The smalier city is coming into its own. The gi- 
gantic city has not proved to be the most successful 


and happiness in Cedar Rapids or in any other good 
city of from fifty to one hundred thousand population 
are greater than in the very large city. In this 
respect Cedar Rapids enters the field in competition. 
with Chicago, st; Louis, Kansas City, and other large 
centers in the great midwest, offering not only busi- 
ness opportunity Sut a community and home life that 
the bigness of great cities make impossible.

Never Free From Debt. 

“Under unscrupulous. employers, 


this means the Négro is virtually never 
free from debt and as, In some of the 


states, a Negro is forbidden by law. 


to leave While he is in debt and inas- 
much as the Negro has no voice in 
court, it can readily be seen how a bad 
planter can hold a Negro forever in 
debt. But this is changing. 

“It is getting easier for the Negroes 
to flivver away, and the unscrupulous 
planters are beginning to mend: their 
ways—otherwise their cotton flelds will 
lie idle for lack of workers.”

Offensiveley and defensively; Devine 
was a tower of strength to his team 
and during his last year was about the 
most feared player who graced a west- 
ern chalk lined field. There was little 
about football which Devine could not 
do and do-just a little better than 
most players of his day. He was fast 
and a citver dodger. He was an ac- 
curate handier of.the ball in receiving 
forward passes and catching punts. 

As a field gengral, he was far su- 
perior to any of his.day in the middle 
west. He was quick to discern weak- 
nesses in an opponent's defense and 
he pounded. them relentlessly. He was 
about the best exponent of the triple 
threat the middie west has had since 
the coming of the forward pass in 
1906. The fact he could run, kick or 
pass made him-a dangerous player at 
fany stage of the game, while his*field 
goal kicking ability also demanded 
respect. 

Defensively, he played in the: full 
back's position, and rarely pcrmitted 
an opposing player to make much 
ground after he had passed the scrim: 
mage line. He had the fortunate 
*knack to corner a runner between him- 
self and either side line, so there was 
no way for the ball carrier to escape 
except by Devine missing his tackle. 
 Gonsidering his all around offensive 
and defensive ability, combined with a 
football instinct, Aubrey Devine is 
rightfully entitled to be considered the 
greatest football player in lowa’s foos- 
ball history. 

‘Although Devine was a sterling per- 
former, in other. years Iowa had men 
oh its football teams whose names are 
still a by-word in Hawkeye. gridiron 
history. There was Knipe, Eby, Grit- 
fith, McKinley, Locke, and many others 
who deserving of consideration 
when a question is asked; but the 
honor belongs to Aubrey Devine.
